The attitude of the director. John 
Mcllor, is one of confidence. In 
previous statemenl^ he has said that 
the play is strictly an "actors' play." 
That statement is now qualified, in 
the light of recent rehearsals, by 
the knowledge that the Club pos- 
sesses the actors necessary to do the 
trick. Throwing the usual taciturn- 
ity of directors to the winds. Mr. 
Mellor said, "The cast of "1 Have 
Been Here Before" is the finest that 
has been assenvbled for a Players' 
Club production since my associa- 
tion with the Club."

Dr. V, C. Wynne-Edwards of the 
Department of Zoology was the 
guest speaker at last night's meet- 
ing of the Biological Society, held 
in the R.V.C. Common Room. Al- 
though Dr. Wynne-Edwards is a 
zoologist he has long been interest- 
ed in botany, and during his ten 
years at McGill he has been doing 
research in this field, which has 
gained him the reputation of being 
one of the l(;ading botanists in this 
part of the country. 

Dr. Wynne-Edwards described 
trip taken by himself and two other 
men to the Shick Shock mountains 
of Gaspc, a country sparsely in- 
habited, except for trappers during 
the winter. The travellers followed 
trails 10 the St. Anne's River valley, 
and to Mount Albert, one of the 
highest points in Gaspc. living in 
trappers' cabins. Here they found 
rich vegetation, for Mount Albert 
is a wonderful place for Alpljie 
plants and is famous botanlcally 
for its plants of amazing dislribu 
tion. The speaker shov.ed .slides of 
the different flowers, some ex- 
tremely rare, and ferns which he 
encountered in the Devil's Gully 
St. Anne's River Valley, and on the 
large plateau of Mount Albert. 
Discusses pre-lce-age flora. 
He also described rare plants on 
Mont St. Pierre, and showed* maps 
illustrating their distribution, ITie 
presence of certain plaiits in the 
Gaspc peninsula challenge the bot- 
anist, stated Dr. Wynne-Edwnrds 
and he described the Keinal "non- 
attack" theory that tlie lop of the 
Shick Shocks had been free from 
ice during the glacial period and 
the plants belong to an old pre-ice 
age flora. Later during the addrcsâ 
certain flaws in this theory were 
pointed oui. 'The (.lidiaclcib and 
vegetation of Bic Mountains, where 
practically all the Gaspc flora car. 
be found, was also described. 

Dr. Wynne-Edwards then told of 
a trip to Bollin Itiaiid and Noilhern 
Labrador, a cuunlry o/ remarkable 
fiords and pinna«]Ci. and (ie-seribed 
the mountains, recently carved by 
ice in Frobisher Bay. As before 
beautiful coloured slides, sliov/ing 
the general character of the coun-

After Oxford Adventure 

John S, Hodgson Gives Views on Oxford 
Co-eds, Poets, Sports, Traditions, 
And Present Life There

McGlll's 1037 Rhodes Scholar, 
John S. Hodgson, returned unher- 
alded to Montreal tnsl week and 

for n few dnys cliiflod llip n.iglL- 
eyes of the Daily Staff ti.'i well a.s 
Downtown piipcis. 

Mr. Iludgsun, who wag once a 
member of the Dally staff himself, 
sympathized with the McGHl news 
hounds and answered willingly and 
freely the myriad.-; of (|iicsljons 
thrust at him. althmigli he claiiii- 
rd lo be (Hiitc surprLsod at our in- 
Icrcsl, for, he said, "At Oxford 
Rhodes Scholars arc a penny a doz- 
en," Wc nevertheless persisted 
and were rewardc<l by .i piclur- 
c-tiun dr.sLTiption of rollexc life 
t OxfoHl, niid Oxford during war- 
time. 

'Oxford is .so different from Mc- 
Gill that 1 don't really know what 
to describe to the Jolly oid Daily," 
he sold (with Just the slightest "Ox- 

fordian" inflection in his voice) 
When asked whether tlic war has 



brought about any radical changes 
In student life, he replied that na- 
turally recreation Is curbed. Instead 
of three shells ns durinjf peace- 
time they now .share one bfist with 
WortcFler. which is quite a reduc- 
tion. Tlicrc arc fewer dances be- 
cause the blackout rclgni from 4.3fi 
In the afternoon to 8 o'clock in the 
morning. But students still havt 
dates, although it is rjulle discon 
ccrting to come out int" a dirk 
street at mldni«'tit v.itn a .<,'//Ptt 
yoiinfi thing who rw.idi!- about a 
mi!e away from the places of en- 
tertainment. Nevertheless il has its 
compensations— er— hum— it glvcf. 
one scope ..." However, he stated 
that the British studcn'ws arc sur- 
prisingly calm, considering that 
every lime a plane drcnM in Ihf 
darkness ovcrlicad it is difficult to 
coolly speculate whether or not it 
will "lay eggs." 

He then proceeded to describe 
the college system.

TAYLOR SPEAKS 
ATIVCFLUNCH 

Discusses Subject 'Can We Find 
God' at MeetiDg 

Chairman Announces Tomor- 
row's Study Group and ' 
Sunday Fireside 



"It is absolutely true that if a \ 
man is willing to know God he will 
do so," said Mr. Kenneth Taylor, 
at the luncheon meeting of the In- 
Icr-Varsily Christian Fellowship 
yesterday. Mr. Taylor, field sccre 
lary of the I, V. C. F. for Western 
Ontario, was speaking on the sub 
ject "Can We Find God?" The 
meeting was presided over by the 
president of the McGill Fellowship. 

Mr. Taylor opened his addrcs 
with an e.xcerpt from a speech by 
the late Lord Twcedsmuir. who 
said: "The foundation of our faith 
is the tremendous historical fact 
that 'God so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son that 
whosoever bclicveth in Him should 
not perish, but have eternal life". 
Man's chief cry, stated the speaker 
is "Yet mc sec God," God could 
not reveal himself anymore than He 
has, by the miracle of the Creation,' 
prophecies of the Old and New 
'I'estanionl, and the coming of 
Christ, he said, but He cannot re- 
veal himself to a man who refuses 
In accept the evidences He has 
given or who Insists on explaining 
them away. We must be willing to 
believe before we can, Mr. Taylor 
staled. God h,is said "Be ye recon- 
ciled lo me," and by accepting 
ChrLst, he reveals Himsslt in our 
hearts and we become children of 
God, thus obtaining a new life ua

Dr. Hcndel wUl continue his pres- 
ent duties as Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts and Science and Professor 
of Moral Philosophy at McGill until 
his duties at Yale begin on Sep- 
tember 1 this fall. 

In a statement issued yesterday. 
Dr. Hendel stated that his work at 
Yale will follow along lines very 
similar to those of his work here. 
He will teach three main sets of 
courses. First, an introduction to 
Philoèophy for undergraduates, 
which corresponds to his Philosopi-y 
1 in his present position: a n-.ore 
advanced course in Social ai-.d Poi;- 
ticnl Philosophy which will be re- 
stricted to those who have had 
training in political science, eco- 
nomics, sociology or philosophy. 
Graduate Seminar. 

For his own work Dr. Hendel is 
also conducting a graduate seminar 
in the Fimdamental Principles of 
Ethics. Law and Politics, a devel- 
opment from his present graduate 
seminar, Philosophy 8. In this field, 
for the time being, the new Profes- 
sor of Mora! PhilOiOphy at Yale will 
continue his research work in the 
rte Id of social and political Philos- 
ophy. 

Dr. Hendel. whose special field 
of scholarship is the history of 
modern philosophy, ethics, and so- 
cial and political philosophy, has 
written a number of books, .\moiig 
these are, "Citizens of Geneva," 
"Studies in the Philosophy of 
David Hume," and a two-volume 
study of Joan Jacques Rousseau. 

He i."* a member of the Société 
Jean Jai-que» Kou^.oau. of tloiiova; 
a member of the Phi Beta Kappa, 
and President of the Eastern Divis- 
ion of the American Philosophical 
Association.

His social outlook was 
rcllccthc of an ideal based upon the inevit- 
ability- of hunun progress.

Allies War riaiu. 
Lait week thlt observer pointed o\it thai 
there are two main rettont why the Allies have 
thus far been carrying on a defensive war. 
Fiwt, there is the belief that .\nglo>Fronch 
defences are powerful enough to resist any 
Nati aUack. especially taking into i-onsidcia- 
tion Liddell Harft thesis that "in modern war 
experience has shown that a superiority ap- 
proaching three to one in weapon power is 
I necessary for the offensive to succeed"., Sup- 
plcxf.iîir.g îiuis purely vietcnMxe type of mill- 
! lary strategy there is the offoufivo wctpon ; 
of^he .Mlicd économie blockade, which is ex- 
pected to eventually incapacitate liie Nan war 
machine and precipitate internal revolt. 

It was also emphasiied that while m the 
last five months the blockadè has proven ex- 
tremely cffectix-e, nevertheless the German 
' Govemmoni is in no immediate danger of 
j economic eoU.ipse. For llms far it li.is been 
i able to feed lusUly upon the Balkan mar- 
I kets, as well as to carry on trade through and 
; \v:ih îhc nculr.il co-,:niries. But that of course 
offers merely a temporary solution to the Nazi 
regime. Even with these various trade out- 
lets still open to Germany it is obvious that in- 
creasing political and economic pressure with- 
in the country makes it impossible for Hitler 
to play a waiting game with the British and 
; r^e^..-^. Enifirff. The Niii regime certainly 
I cannot compete with the Allies in a purely de- 
i tensive war. for to do so would mean inviting 
I inevitable doom. 

I But on the other hand, the Nazi military 
i dilemma is even graver than the economic and 
: political dilemma. The only hope for a Ger- 
1 man victory rested upon a lightning attack 
i through the Magino: Line, together with a ter- 
I riiic bombardment cl Lsnco.". and Paris. But 
I the basic element of a Blitzkrieg is surprise; 
I it means dertroj'lng the enemy before it can 
■ fully mobilize its defensive s'.rengt;-.. Whether 
I Hitler really expected his ' peace offer.sive" to 
succeed after the Polish ca.-npaign. i\ i5 at 
I present impossible to ascertain, but his failure 
to launch an immediate attack on the Western 
Front before the Allies could effectively pre- 
pare themselves for any assault, makes a Nazi 
Blitzkrieg now a case of utter military suicide. 
Ï That is why it is generally conceded that should 
I a military offensive take place in the Spring 
I it will not be Germany who will launch it. 
' That is of course excluding any aggressive ac- 
tion in the Balkans. 

Doom of Nazi Regime. 
What dots all this mean when reduced to 
I one fundamental conclusion? It sunply means 
that under the present circumstances Germany 
cannot win the war. This isn't wishful think- 
ing. It is an unsvoida'ole conclusion of which 
every member of the Nazi regime is now fully 
aware and about whicb they can at present 
do absolutely nothing. Of course they hope 
that the international situation will become 
more favorable should the Allies directly or in- 
directly sonously tliith with Russiij. Tiist i.-. 
the one and only hope left for the Nazi regime. 
But the essential fact is that the detltny of thit 
regime no longer depends upon the cunning of 
Hitlerian diptommcy. 

Ever tinct the Allies refused a Munich over 
the Polish question— ail act which forced Hitler 
lo tign that tottjy non-aggression pact with 
Bussia, the German Government hat befn com- 
pletely on the defensive and suffered one dip- 
lomatic defeat after anotiier. For instance, take 
the repeal of the armt embargo by the United 
States, and the introduction of a cash-and- 
carry policy; that wat a ternfic blow to the 
Nezi regime, for it enabled the Allied to add 
great ttiength to their air arm. 

The Nazi regime it thus being "tqueézed" 
by three ixj.veiful foiccii v/oikijig independ- 
ently of ciicii (/liici— by the United Stiilcii In 
the Western Hcrnitpiicrc; by the Allies In West- 
ern Europe; and by Rustia in the East. Be- 
tween tliésc political forces there may be no- 
thing or little in commun, except the natural 
desire on the part of each government to fur- 
ther itji ov.jj tiui,e drid ill o.vn iiilcictl. But 
whet can Germany do nov/ In the face of her 
awful dilemma? The Nazi regime cannot go 
forward and take the offensive; and it obvious- 
ly cannot retreat at this ttage. But it also can- 
not iadefiiiilcly jeiaiiiii in tiic taiiiL pluec— i^it- 
ting on a political volciino that may erupt any 
day. 

In other words the Nazi regime it definitely 
trapped. Here we have in naked form the true 
bankruptcy of thcic "mighty ' Fatcl*t power* 
ttnpped of ell their empty huaiUi and mean- 
ingless intimidation:. At the very momeni a 
diplomatic and military Mand is taken againi>l 
their aggressive policies, their mner weaknesaet 
come to light. The Rome-Berlin axit becomct 
a Silly geometrical exprcaiiion. while the anll- 
Comintem pad is cxi.ond at « collut.-al bluff,

A Challenge. 

I'o Utc Editor ot the McGIll Daily. 

Sir:— 

I read with inteiesi Iho lellei- lit 
your columns on l>icsday. Ihe 13lh, 
from Mr. Lloyd Uciidcrsoit. 

This gentleman was appointed to 
the McGtU National Cnnfercnco 
riatining Conimillee by Ihe Debal- 
iiiR Union, and was pieseni al llic 
first mceling on December :>\U, 
11'30. He failed to attend .iub,-eqncul 
meetings although he wa.s informed 
of all of them by 'plioiic, by mall, 
or throtigh the Dally, and we re- 
ceived from him no explanation of 
his absences. We received an appli- 
cation iuimin.ilinR him as a dele- 
gate to NalioiLTl Conference, and 
the Planning Comitiilteo of wlilrh 
he was a member (as usual, in 
abscntiaK selected him as a dele- 
gate. l,ikc the other delegates, he 
was informed of this on Ihe follow- 
ing day. The pro-conference meet- 
ings of the dclcg.ition were duly 
publicized and held. Mr. Henderson 
still did not appear. As the dale ot 
the conference drew near, desper- 
ate attempts were made to com- 
municate with him. but he had left 
the city and wo received no word 
from him. Ot Ihe 1,'^0-odd dcleRales 
to the Conference, Mr. Hcndnso!! 
alone failed cither to arrive or In 
inform us beforehand tltat he had 
reconsidered his decision to be 
present. To this day we have re- 
ceived from him no communic.-ition 
concerning cither his absence from 
the conference or any other matter. 

The C S A oil ice is open front 9 to 
5 five daj-s a week, and oftctt in Iho 
c\-cnin8s as well. Had Mr. Hcitdcr- 
son or anyone else really wished to 
learn anything .-ibout the C S .\. he 
could liavc visited Uic orticc, looked 
Uirough the files, questioned the 
national secretary, and obtained any 
information he desired. As he did 
none of thc.«c things, and never ex- 
plained his innumerable absences, 
we would assume he had no Inter- 
est in the C S A. 

The CS.\ Executive is sick and 
tired of refuting vague charges 
made by people who are as little in- 
terested in and as ill-informed about 
the C S A as Mr. Henderson. But 
let us rcpcvit that the C S .\ has 
never claimed to represent major 
ily opinion, nor has it represented 
the opinions of its individual sup- 
porters as being the opinions of all 
or any other university students. 

At the same time, it has always 
included in its conference delega^ 
tions and supporters as large i 
cross-section of the various camp 
uses as possible. The CSA has 
never tried to force the diverse 
opinions of the many members o:i 
any'oody 'as an organization it has 
no opinions of its own): it has 
merely tried to discover the opin- 
ions of others. It is those who are 
determined to permit the expres- 
sion of no opinions save their own 
who have opposed the CSA. 

In view of the above ws challenge- 
Mr. Henderson and anyone else to 
learn the facts and produce con- 
crete evidence of their charges be- 
fore indulging in any more slander 
of the CSA.
